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The Socrery or Ants commenced its 101st session on the evening of 
Wednesday, the 15th Nov. inst., and was opened with an address from the 
chair, by Viscount Exrtvcrox. Devoted then for nearly a century 
to the eneouragement of arts, manufactures, and ecommerce, the society 
took a leadi rt in starting the Great Exhibition of 1851, first eon- 
ceived in its comprehensiveness by its royal president ; and its mem- 
bers, of course, view with peculiar interest and sympathy the magnificent 
effort now making in France to equal, if not surpass, that trimephantly 
successful realisation of a truly grand and noble conception. Sinee it as- 
sumed so prominent a part in originating the [ndustrial Exhibition of all 
Nations, the society has risen to great eminence, and its present connection 
with 379 similar institutions throughout the British Isles, which is daily 


increasing, continues to invest it with still greater importance. The noble 
chairman announced that, with the view of encouraging the isiti 
of knowledge, and the improvement of the taste of our cou while 


contributing greatly to their enjoyment for the time, and their store of 
pleasant and kindly recollections hereafter, arrangements were in progress 
for enabling the members of the several institutions in union to visit the 
Great Institution in Paris next summer. For this purpose, it is proposed 
to offer facilities for the artizan and operative classes, in the shape of re- 
duced fares for the journey to and fro, pre-engaged lodgings, ge 
meals, and ready organised guides and interpreters while there. ‘The 
council had found a very liberal inclination on the part of some of the 
railway eompanies to co-operate, and they had every prospect of getting 
cheap and comfortable arrangements made at Paris. The Iwperial Go- 
vernment had also shown every disposition to allow some relaxation of the 
passport system in the case of the excursionists, and no surer means could 
be designed of converting the happy alliance between the two Govern- 
ments into a cordial friendship between the two nations than facilitating 
to the utmost intercourse, both social and commercial, between them, 

The chairman alluded to the novelties presented through the medium 
of the Society of Arts to the public in the last session ; and amongst others 
mentioned in terms of high approbation the ingenious smoke consum- 
ing open grate, which had been, like all his other valuable inventions, 
most generously presented as a free gift by its celebrated inventor—Dr. 
Arnotr—to the country. For this valuable addition to our social com- 
fort, the Council of the Royal Society has this year awarded the Rumford 
medal ; and as the saving of fuel from its use was estimated as equal to 
25 per cent. at least, if generally adopted, it would far more than compen- 
sate for the advance in the price of coals. It was also announced, and 
it is highly desirable that it should be generally known through the min- 
ing districts, that her Masesty’s Government had officially intimated to 
the Council of the Society their opinion, that a national museum of edu- 
cational appliances was desirable, and their wish that the recent educa- 
tional exhibition should be rendered available as the nucleus of a perma- 
nent educational museum for the nation. 

A number of important papers are, we understand, to be read during 
the present session ; and although the journal of the Society circulates, 
and is, we presume, read in all the institutions in connection with it, we 
shall still deem it our duty from time to time to submit to our readers any 
matters of peculiar interest, practical or scientific, relating to the branches 
of knowledge within our peculiar sphere, which they = happen to il- 
lustrate, A lecture of the deepest interest was delivered by Professor F, 
Crace Catvert, F.C.S., of ; some eareey to a very full and scientific au- 
dience, on the evening of Wednesday, the 224 inst. (Dr. Lyon Piayrarr, 
C.B., F.R.S., in the chair), “On the Manufacture of various 
obtained from Coal, Coal-gaa excepted.” The marvellous discoveries of 
modern science, in applying to the arts a variety of substances produced 
from coal, as developed and illustrated by this eminent practical chemist, 
took the meeting by surprise, and led to a very interesting discussion, in 
which the distinguished chairman assumed a prominent part.

Two very important adjudications in respect of the law of joint-stock 
associations have taken place in the Court of Chancery, during the pre- 
sent week, before the same eminent judge, Vice-Chancellor Sir W. Pace 
Woop—the first, on the 18th inst., m the case of the winding-up of the 
Australian Cordillera Gold Company ; and the other, on the 2lst., in the 
case of the Adelaide Land and Gold Company. The grounds on which 
the petitioners in the first matter, who were all holders of shares, in re- 
spect of shares which they had bought in the market, sought to wind up 
the company, were—that it had ser mee to carry on business; 
no application had ever been made by the directors for a charter, pursuant 
to the prospectus; that a sum of 40,000/. had been received in respect of 
allotted shares, two-thirds of which had been already expended ; and that 
the substantial objects for which the company had been originally formed 
had altogether failed. The petition had stood over for some time, and 
was now opposed by the directors, who alleged that the principal losses of 
the company had been occasiuned by the wreck of two ships which they had 
sent out, by which the works were necessarily suspended ; and that favour- 
able reports had been received from a person deputed to Australia with 
special instructions from the directors. This and other circumstances 
were relied on as showing that there was no intention of abandoning the 
concern, and that the case did not, therefore, come witbin the special pro- 
visions of the Winding-up Acts. A farther objection was taken, that the 
company having been formed on the Cost-book Principle, it was compe-

Frmay, Oxzo’Crocx.—* The following is a copy of the circular above 
referred to :—“ The expiration of the Bank Charter Act has been thought 
by many gent!cmen of high commercial standing in the various trading cir- 
cles of the kingdom to be a fitting time to reconsider the principle and 
practical operation of that Act; they are uniting in the several locali- 
ties to collect and bring before the Government and Legislature the opi- 
nigns of commercial men on this important subject. 

Without entering generally on the question, I claim your attention— 
1. To the fact that there is at the present time, probably, no single indi- 
vidual in the kingdom who has not yielded to the conviction that the 
Bank Charter Act, without the great subsequent discovery of gold, could 
not have been carried out without bringing the industrial condition of this 
country to a state of anarchy. Al! intelligent men will look back with 
amazement at the unparalleled medness of that Act, at the magnitude of 
our danger, and at the wonderful accident which has abated its effects. 
That gigantic error, as it was very aptly termed by Mr. T. Attwood, 
ought to be no longer endured. 

2. That it is a statistical fact, that when the Bank of England issues 
above 20,000,000. we have prosperity, and when their issue is below 
20,000,000/. we verge towards distressand panic. Our industrial condition 
coincides with these issues as truly as the shadow with the substance. 

3. That under the Bank Charter Act the country has been exposed to a 
perpetual succession of these fluctuations, and that at the present time the 
application of the “ fatal Bank screw” is producing serious abatement of in- 
dustrial activity, while the people are suffering from the high price of food, 
and a state of financial embarrassment, and engaged in a formidable war. 

Under circumstances so urgent, I trust I may rely on your attendance 
at-a preliminary meeting at the Committee-room of the Town Hall, that 
Birmingham may take its share in the general deliberation on the means 
of preventing the recurrence of one of those financial and commercial ca- 
tastrophes, to the fatal effects of which, under present circumstances, it

STOCK, MINING, AND RAILWAY SHARES IN IRELAND.

Nev. 24.—Your correspondent, Mr. R. W. Townsend, has come for- 
ward pretty strong in his comments on my remarks, and I feel obliged 
to him for the fair way in which he has treated them.

Are not the quartz veins, 
loles, or strings, in the mountain masses, or country, Occasional feeders, 
and component parts of the lode itself? And whatever might be'the effect 
of its coming in combination with mineral substances, is it, I would ask, 
not the same string, or vein? I certainly am not so well informed as your 
correspondent, it would appear, and can only say, if he be right in stating 
that “‘ true elvan is, therefore, a totally different rock from compact 7 
in its nature and origin, although the latter may often bear a considerable 
pppereat similarity to it,’ that I must confess myself beaten as to mine- 

ogical and geological research, _ Having said thus much on the terms 
employed by your correspondent, and descanted upon by me, I now a 
proach the ‘‘ Ballyrizzard district,’ and that of Crookhaven.

SUB-WAYS, FOR TRAFFIC AND SANITARY PURPOSES. 

The present state of the principal strects and great leading thorough- 
fares of this vast metropolis, as regards accommodation and convenience 
for the free and unobstructed passage of the numerous vehicles of all 
descriptions constantly in requisition, and the daily increasing myriads 
of foot-passeagers hurrying along to objects either of business or of plea- 
sure, begins to assume a serious aspect. The continuous obstructions 
daily witnessed has stimulated our inventive engineering talent to devise 
some means for their preventioa, and of openmg up new channels of 
traffic, by which the locomotive stream may be divided, and trade and 
commercial affairs carried oa in the old channels with much less difficulty 
and greater facilities than at present. Many plans, feasible to a certain 
extent, and adapted to peculiar localities, have at various times been pro- 
posed, generally consisting of roads, or passenger-ways, underground, or 
viaducts ani railways above the surface; and we have now to notice 
a comprehensive plan, designed, arranged, and matured by Mr. William 
Austin, of Holywell-street, Westminster, architect, which most admirably 
combines facilities for increased traffic, for the better arrangement of the 
gas and water supplies, and for the electric telegraph wires, with a greatly 
improved sewerage, and various details for securing cleanliness, a pure at- 
mosphere, and the highest possible sanitary effects. Mr. Austin has been 
upwards of 17 years in the establishment - Messrs. Griasell and Peto, and 
he has brought to bear on the proposed plan all the varied experience ob- 
tained from the extensive works over which he has had the superintend- 
ence during that period,

The annexed diagram will give a » intenetly correct idea of the general 
plan. D reprcseats the low level of the heavy sewage matters; E, flood 
level of storm or rain-water; F, outflow to river, regulated by a trap; 
G, deains 1 from houses; A A, "horizontal flues, for collec ting foul gases 
frem sewers; H, pipes to ecnvey them away for consumption; B, is a 
patent weter-t rap over the  gully- hole, being a modification of the com- 
mon bell-trap, but by asimple addition it is rendered impervious to ingress 
of large sedim>nt, or egress of foul exhalations; C, supply pipes for water 
and gis; I, alarm float. It will thas be seen that all the necessary ele- 
ments of health, comfort, aud convenience, required in the streets of Lon- 
don, are here provided for—drainage, water, gas, wire for telegraph pur- 
poses, and a commnodious sub-way for traffic, both vehicular and pedes- 
trial; a large sewer occupies the lower part, from which overtlow -pipes 
run into the river to take off quickly any sudden eruption of water from 
storms, or that from continuous rains. In case of sudden increase, or the 
quantity of water gradually rising above the point of safety, the float, I, 
plac ul at certain stations, rises, and acting on a lever, sets free a detent, 
allowing a we ight to descend, and ring an alarm-bell, which gives warn- 

ing to the attendants to open the out-flow trap by the chain : seen in the 
engraving. ‘The sewage matters will generally flow 20 ft. below the pre- 
sent river shores, through tunnels built for the express purpose, and Mr. 
Austin proposes to carry the sewage beyond Barking, in Essex, there to be 
manufactured into dry, solid, and inodorous manure. Over the sewer 
is a sirong continuous stage of iron and wood, with railways, or tram- 
ways, and a footway on each side, Above these are strong iron girders, to 
carry the gas and water main pipes, and a strong brick arch spans the 
whole, the spendrile and crown of the arch of which receive the paving 
of the street above. Opposite each fourth or sixth house is a horizontal 
shaft for the main branches coanes ting supplies for water and gas, and the 
electric wires are suspended to the soffit of the brick arch.
